Tue Tragedy of Jotee | was performed Rete*last night, ‘and; as 
usual on the first night of a new Bae Seiane, Was Quite Mandible; e¥- 
cept for a few moments at intervals. Miss Jarman and M*¥! Serle ap- 
peared, as far as we could judge, fo play ¢xcéeditigty well. Mr. 
Warde seemed to ‘think it not worth while to exert himself in attemfit- 
ing to outroar the galleries ; he, however, in his déath=scerie} ‘when ‘he 
falls into the arms.of his servants, gave a Stage direction loud éhough 
tobe heard by the whole house, saying to His attendants, who were 
at the moment quietly looking atthe habbub in the upper Téptotis}- — 

- Why don’t you catch me, you fools ?’—this. was the mdst Tauptia ble 
joke of the night, and should ‘be transferred to the Pantominie,* which 
is lamentably deficient in any thingthat can possibly excite’ ‘visibility. 
‘The Pantomime, founded on the legend of Number Nip, presents the 
in congruity of giafting. a German superstition on a Japanese tale ;’this 
may be reasonably forgiven i ini a Spectacle of this description, and, if 
thé production be amusing, it’would be absurd ‘to quarkel with ineon- 
sistency. The whole plot turns onthe circumstasce of Numbtr Nip’s 
passion for the Princess Brinhilda, whom he @onveys to ‘iis subterra- 
nean cave, aud entertains her with a dance of animated tarnips: “On 
the escape of the heroine, ‘by the agency of thie fairy, Ch¥ystilla, who 
appears, from the scenery, ‘to be the génitis of Fountains ; the usual 
transformations take place, But the Clow ard) Pantaloon being on the 
same side of the questioh with the Harlequin ant Columbine, (an in- 
novation we do not recommend) Number Nifi Kecomes the parsuer, ‘in 

various disguises, among “Which; "ree Dutch skaiter, a Rhebarb- 

selling ‘Turk, a Broom-wonian, ‘an Officer, a Monkey, and Punchinello. 
Two or three others’*doubtless \escaped us, and probably: this part: of 
the story will become more:distinet, and, consequently, more amusing 
on every repetition. ‘he trieks ate neither new, surprising; nor suffi- 
cient!y numerous’; and theré is a) deficiency, of comic,situations' and 
effect. -We miss our old friend: Barnes; the last of the legitimate Gri- 
maldi school, excepting Joey, jan.;°to whom we! wished -moré frequent 
opportanities than ‘his churactér afforded him. 

‘Phe Scenery is of aysery! siperb order The Naval .Panorama, 
thé Battle of “Navarino; wild douilitlass prove: attractive by the very 
name ; but the exceution is of.so distinguishid a class, as to induce 

the artist to repeat-his visit—Auong other scenes which merit especial 
praise, are the Subtersanean Palaces’ rhe ‘birds- -éye view of London, 
and the Esplanade at Brighton.—On the w fole, however, we are con- 
strained to add, that umber Nip, is the dullest Pantomime we have 
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ever had the task of sitting out; there is not one solitary joke to laug! 
at, nor a trick that would astonish an infant of five years old; it 
only chance of saccess depends on the magnificence of its scenery. 
The house was crowded. 





Drurp Dane Cheatre. 

Mr. Kean, Jun. appeared here, last night, as Achmet, in the Tra- 
géedy of Barbarossa.—'The galleries were extremely crowded, aud con- 
sequently very noisy aud quarrelsome ; so much so, that not a second 
line of the Play could be heard invany-part.of the house. The great 
attraction of the night was the new Pantomime of Harlequin and Cock 
Robin ; or, the Babes in the Wood; this affecting nursery-story is so 
well-known, that we shall only to-day say, that it is got up with due 
regard to historic record, interspersed with beautiful scenery, comic 
and. other dances, and some well managed tricks and gambols. Barnes, 
Usher, Southby, Howell, and Miss Ryall, had the principal characters, 
but there are also many minor parts well supported. ‘The feats of 
Herr Cline, Ching Lauro, Signer Garcia, and Blackmore, on the 
tight and slack rope, &c. are truly astonishing. A terrific scene oc- 
curred during the Play ; a lad was flung from the top of the two shil- 
ling gallery over the railing, his arm was seized at the instant he was 
falling into the pit, and his life saved. 











Apenrat.—The Pantomime brought forward at this Theatre last 
evening, was entitled Harlequin and the White Mouse ; or, the Frog 
in an Opera Hat, and is founded on the well-known song, ‘‘ A Frog 
he wonld a wooing go.’ We have the hot-headed young frog, who, in 
opposition to the good counsel-and advice of his aged mother, sets ont 
in search of a wife ; is accompanied on his travels by a rat, and finally 
fails in with his inamorato, a delicate white mouse. The parties are 
caught by their enemies, to whom they are about to fall a sacrifice, 
when a kind fairy interposes, and changes the parties into Harlequin, 
Clown, &c.—The scenery is beautiful, the tricks well managed, and 
the characters well supported.

Tus Otymprc—The novelty: here was the new Pantomime, styled, 
Harlequin Demon, or the Moonlight Enchantress. ‘The. plot turned 
upon the straggles between a Saxon Witch, aud Preda, the Moonlight 
Enchantress, for the possession and centrol over the Columbine of the 
night. Virtue was, of course, in the end, ttiumphant, aud the tricks 
and transformations of the various characters were, in some instances, 
very well effected. The scenery was extremely good, more particularly 
the Moonlight Palace and the Moving Forest, and the holiday audience 
seemed to experience the most perfect happiness, at least if noise and 
laughter are to be taken as proof of joy, and that they are so esteemed 
in the vicinage of the Olympic, will scarcely admit of a‘doubt.
